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SPIRIT THAT WON WAR 
NEEDED IN FIGHT FOR 
HIGH MORALS 


Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, in Central 
Methodist Church, Calgary, on “Life 
Destroying Power of Social 
Diseases.” 


Facts and figures concerning the 
ravages of venereal diseases, and the 
awful toll these results of immoral 
social relationships take upon the liv- 
es of thousands annually, were dis- 
cussed by three eminent authorities on 
social hygiene before a crowded 
auditorium at Central Methodist 
Church, Calgary, Friday night. Mrs. 
Emmeline Pankhurst, who was en- 
gaged in social hygiene work many 
years before she achieved world-wide 
fame as a leader in the fight of 
womanhood for polftical equality with 
men, made an eloquent appeal for the 
victims of social diseases. Dr. J. J. 
Haegerty, chief of the division of 
venereal diseases at Ottawa, submit- 
ted some startling facts regarding the 
life-lestroying powers of social dis- 
eases, stating that 10 per cent. of the 
population of the urban centers of 
Canada is afflicted with these diseas- 
es. Dr. Gordon Bates, secretary of 
the Canadian Social Hygiene Council, 
scored the apathetic attitude of the 
public generally toward victims of 
social diseases, and said’ fallen wom- 
en are given no opportunities to ‘‘go 
straight,” and denounced in scathing 
terms the attitude of many persons 
that allow the dowble code of morals 
to exist in these modern .days of en- 
lightenment. About 1,200 attended. 

Following the meeting it was decid- 
ed to form a Calgary branch of the 
Canadian Social Hygiene Council, to 
carry on the work of that body in- 
tensively in Calgary. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, in her address, 
said she is deeply grateful for what 
science has done and is doing today in 
proving the spiritual’ and material 
unseparable. Discussing the ques- 
tion of venereal diseases, she said not 
only the guilty suffer from their ray- 
ages, but the innocent in thousands of 
eases suffer also. 

Innocent Victims 

“IT want to say a little about the In- 
necent victims of these awful diseas- 
os,” Mrs. Pankhurst said. “A great 
part of my life work has brought me 
into close touch with the innocent 
victims of the breaking of the laws of 
nature and of the laws of God. I was 
speaking at a meeting in a small town 


on Vancouver Island two years ago® 


I urged the people to protect their 
children against the time when they 
would go to the big cities, to educate 
them, and tell them how to avoid the 
dangers and temptations they would 
meet. J urged them to forget the 
idea that ignorance and innocence 
are synonymous, and fold them of 
the tragic results of many cases of 
ignorance of the causes of indulging 
in immoral socia] relationships. 

“After the meeting I was told by a 
member of the audience that the re- 
sults of these diseases not only are 
experienced in the cities, but that an 
old lady, more than 70 years of age, 
was an innocent sufferer from syphil- 
is, contracted through washing gar- 
ments laden with the germs of the 
disease.’ 

Mrs. Pankhurst told of several sim- 
jlar Instances. She described cases 
where whole families were afflicted 
with syphilis as the result of the 
father’s sins. 

“If ignorance of the causes of these 
diseases were removed, not one per- 
sop would dare take the risk of having 
women and children, whose lives ex- 
emplified goodness, become the vic: 
tims of diseases that would ruin their 
lives. It is only too true that in the 
cases of social diesases the sins of the 
fathers are visited upon the children 
for the third and fourth generations. 

“T think we should rise up and have 
a social movement, if only for the 
one cause or blindness, which results. 
in children so often when the father 
is afflicted. Thousands of children 
are annually deprived of their birth- 
right of a healthy body, intelligent 
mind and those — spiritual 
with which everyone should be endow- 
ed, mainly because of the sins of 
both or one of their parents at some 
time during their lives. 

“More people, and the right kind of 
people, is what Canada needs today,” 
Mrs, Pankhurst said. “Yet, because of 


qualities. 


these diseases there is a _ horrible 
wastage of human life, not to take in- 
to consideration those who are never 
born because of the ravages of dis- 
ease. 

“More women’s lives are sacrificed 
in carrying on the human race than 
the lives of men in all the wars of 
history. The death rate in Canada 
of deaths of women at childbirth is 
appallingly high. Twenty thousand 
babies die in infancy in Canada every 
year, and the majority of the 
deaths are caused by venereal diseas- 
es. 

“This is not a war-time sacrifice, 
but is going on all of the time. isn’t 
it time we tried to do something to 
prevent this awful wastage; to ‘pre- 
vent the defacement of that image of 
God in which we are created? 

“Regarding the divorce question, I 
have been asked about this by people 
brought up so that they could realize 
the importance and significance of 
marriage, and have young people 
keeping their feelings sweet and high 
until they meet their true mate in 
life, then we would ont need or have 
divorce at all,” Mrs. Pankhurst said, 
amid applause. 

“This is a great crusade. It can 
only succeed if we can get into it the 
same spirit and enthusiasm that won 
the war. If we did so, we could get 
rid of the diseases that have ravaged 
civilization from the times of the 
pagans. The doctors will do the cur- 
ing. They will do everything in their 
power, splendidly, but the best way 
we can help is to teach our-children 
the true facts of life. 

‘Happinese of Service 

“No true happiness is to be found 

except in service. if there are any 
young people ‘there I hope they will 
realize that the truest happiness is 
seeing to the health and happiness of 
others, in leaving the world a little 
better for others than when they 
came into it,” Mrs. Pankhurst con- 
cluded. 
Dr. Bates, in his address, said in 
social hygiene there are possibilities 
for the salvation of the human _ race 
that are almost incalculable. If it 
were realized that in every block, 
store and office people continually 
are rubbing shoulders with persons 
afflicted with venereal disease, he 
said, it would speedily result in a 
great public health campaign. 

Many citizens make a great mis- 
take in refusing to look the facts in 
the face, and to act upon them proper- 
ly, he said. 

Taking up the question of the fallen 
women, he said prostitutes in the 
majority of instances are not feeble- 
minded, as many people believe, but 
that the main causes of girls going 
astray lie in the lack of proper 
parental supervision, which generally 
results from one or both parents dy- 
ing, leaving the girl to shift for her- 
seif. He blamed the double standard 
of morals, which, in so many cases, 
convicts comparatively innocent girls, 
while the men, more guilty in most 
cases, are allowed to go free. Not 
only does the police court observe a 
double moral code, he said, but it 
even allows young girls, caught in an 
act of indiscretion, to be sentenced 
and forced to mingle with older wom- 
en, convicted following raids on hous- 
es of ill fame, who proceed to _ in- 
struct the young girls in the peculiar 
methods of their calling, until within 
a week she is all too well versed in 
immorality. Fallen women, who 
would lead decent lives after realizing 
their mistakes, are not given oppor- 
tunities to do so, he observed. Cities 
do not care sufficiently for homeless 
working girls. Average respectable 
citizens of the community are too 
indifferent to the problems of giving 
fallen girls another chance, he de- 
clared. The only remedy they can 
find to the whole problem is punish- 
ment, which is useless as such. 

Prevention Instead of Cure 

“In spite of all our good lawyers, 
our good magistrates, this condition 
is allowed to exist,” Dr. Bates said. 
“Prevention instead of cure of these 
conditions should be sought. People 
should be educated, not only to make 
a living, but also to live right.” 

Dr. Bates denounced the filthy maga- 
zines that clutter up the bookstores 
which, in the majority of instances, 
are purchased by young girls and read 
eagerly, he said. 

“We must get down to fundamentals 
and deal with them,” he said. “Not 
the government, but the people, must 
deal with the facts concerning exist, 
ing conditions.” 

Dr. Haegerty said venereal diseases 
are the result of broken moral laws. 
They constitute the greatest health 
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problem of the age, he said. Quoting 
Sir William Osler, the eminent physi- 
cian and teacher, he said syphilis is 
the greatest of all diseases as killers 


of men. Syphilis itself is seldom 
blamed iby physicians as causing 
death, generally to spare the feelings 
of the relatives of the deceased, he 
said, but it has been =#proven_ that 
syphilis is causing many organic 
diseases which result in death. 
Syphilis, in its ravages, is greater 
than either tuberculosis or cancer, he 
said. 

Gonorrhea, he said, can be traced 
back to the Egyptians, and has come 
down through ths ages as one of 
man’s afflictions and most deadly 
diseases. ‘Syphilis was brought to 
Europe by the sailors of Columbus, 
who contracted it on the West Indies. 
From Spain it spread to all the coun- 
tries of Europe. The Incas of ancient 
Peru knew the disease, and treated it 
with mercury the same as is done in 
modern days, he said.

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What the Heavy Rainfall Means 


In this favored year, when Alberta 
is receiving great rainfalls at the 
season when the rain is, so beneficial 
to growing crops, a few figures as to 
what the rainfall means in gallons and 
pounds may be interesting. In a 
number of sections rainfalls exceed- 
ing one inch in depth each, have been 
frequent. 

One inch of rainfall on one square 
milé is equal to 2,323,200 cubic feet of 
water. 

One cubic foot of water is equal to 
6.23 imperial gallons. 

One cubic foot of water weighs 62.5 
pounds. 

These figures are taken from. the 
Dominion figures used in the Hydro- 
metric Surveys in the Province of 
Alberta. 


An inch rainfall on one square mile |B 


would be 14,473,536 gallons, or 145,- 
200,000 pounds, or /2,600 tons. With 
these figures in mind it will be easy 
to understand why sloughs and lakes 
fill up, and why the rivers and 
streams are booming and in floci to 
accommodate the surplus water 
which the soil wil! rot take up, and 
which becomes “run-off or waste. 

One inch of rainfall on one acre 
equals 3625 cubic feet, or 22,583 gal- 
lons, or 226,562 pounds, or slightly 
over 113% tons. 

The minimum flow of water in the 
North Saskatchewan River at Bdmon- 
ton is 1,000 cubic feet per second. 
The maximum flow on June 28th, 1915, 
at the time of the big flood, was 207,- 
447 cubic feet per second. 
day the water in the river was 44.5 
feet above low water level. On Fri- 
day of this week the city water 
gcuge showed the rver to be 15 ject 
above low water level.

Like No. 1 
hard wheat, No. 1 cheese, No. 1 cream- 
ery butter or fancy fruit, the select 
hog is worth the higher price. A hog 
raiser will profit greatly by visiting 
a stockyard or an abattoir and seaing 
for himself the actual grading of a 
shipment of ‘hogs.

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THE BULGARIAN REVOLUTION 
" AND THE NEAR EAST 


' 
Disquieting news has come from the 


.Balkans in the last week. A revo- 
Intion has broken out in Bulgaria, and 


the government has been overthrown, 


Civil war is said to be going on in the }. 


country of which the outcome is for 
the moment not too certain. The 
other. Balkan powers, alarmed at the 
possible results of this revolution, are 
mobilising and concentrating troops 
on the Bulgarian frontier. Other 
countries, especially Hungary, are 
said to be watching events closely 
with a view to possible action. In 
the exhausted state of all Europe it 


hardly seems possible ‘that another 
great war will break out immediately, 
but with national passions 
hatreds running as high as they are 
now, anything is possible, and after 
the experience of 1914 no one will 
venture to say where such an _ out- 
break will end. . 
: The. Stanybulisky government of 
Bulgaria, which has been overthrown 
for the moment at least, has its chief 
strength among the peasant farmers 
of the country, who. constitute -the 
bulk of the population. Only a 
couple of months ago it won an over- 
whelming victory at the general elzc- 
tion in the country, but unfortunately 
Balkan elections are somewhat -differ- 
ent from those. of British countries. 
The government of the day, which 
controls or “makes” the elections, 
employs “influences” which its oppon- 
ents usually describe with a certain 
amount of truth as sheer. terrorism 
and violence. Equally.these oppon- 
ents tetaliate with similar methods 
so far as they are available. Jn the 
case of the present, or rather the re- 
cent Bulgarian government, its head, 
M. Stambulisky, has been quite up to 
the usual level of vigour in dealing 
‘with ‘his political opponents. On the 
other-,hand, his government seemed to 
tbe aiming at a wise foreign policy of 
peace and fulfilment of the obliga- 
tions incurred by Bulgaria under the 
treaty.which ended the great war. It 
is this fact which makes the over: 
throw of his government so alarming 
to the néighbouring countries. It is 
feared. that the new government ‘will 
be one of considerably less peaceful 
tendencies towards its neighbours. 
The other Balkan States are not in 
the best of conditions:to . meet any 
such threat. Greece is exhausted by 
her struggles with Turkey, and las 
not yet made a definite peace with 
that country, 'which would certainly 
mot hesitate to take advantage of 
any other difficulties which Greece 
might be involved in. Yugo-Slavia, 
as the greatly enlarged Serbia is now 
called, has not yet come near to arriv- 
ing at a really ordered arrangement 
of her new territories and peoples. 
Fierce domestic controversies have 
been raging there, so much so that 
ordinary parliamentary government is 
practically impossible. In Roumania 
the condition of things is even worse, 
for the treatment of the newly ac- 
quired territories of Transylvania, the 
Banat and Bessarabia by the Bratianu 
government has been such as_ to 
make, civil war or revolution quite 
possible. Hungary, on the. other 
hand, is bitterly hostile to these stat- 
es, which have taken from her some 
three-fourths of her former territory. 
Jf she saw any chance of recovering 
it by force of arms, she would not 
‘hesitate to seize ithat chance. Almost 
certainly this would involve also 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland, which 
again would involve possibly Russia 
and Germany, and thus, as in 1914, 
a quarrel in the Balkans would set 
Europe and the world ablaze. The 
British Empire could hardly be neut- 
Tal in such a conflict. The Bulgarian: 
revolution has for us alla direct and 
not merely spectacular {nterest. 
Meanwhile the negotiations between 
Turkey and the Allied powers drag on 
somewhat wearily. Both sides want 
peace, but the 
‘them {s that the Turks -know that even 
if war comes, things cannot be much 
worse with them than they are now, 
and their normal state is one of war, 
while the Allied powers shrink from 
even the comparatively small effort 
which-would be needed to crush the, 
Turks. Further, there are the same 
old divisions and jealousies at work 
amongst the powers which have en- 
abled the Turks to maintain their ex- 
istence for so long. © This explains 
the-“rather absurd and humjliating 
spectacle of the Turks bankrupt and 
beaten, with their capital in the hands 
of the powers and their existence aa 
a nation entirely at the mercy of 
these.powers, yet maintaining an at- 
titude“of insolente and ‘something 
very like threats, while making de- 
mands which look like those of a vie- 
torious nation and not a beaten one. 
There is really no reason whatever 
why ‘there should be the smallest

We report in this issue the inspec- 
tion of the cadet company of our 
schools, by the representative of the 
militia department. The principle 
‘of this cadet training is an excellent 
one.~ It is the principle of discipline, 
order and cohesion, the things that 
differentiate a civilised. nation from 
a horde of savages or a herd of ani- 
mals. It- is also a recognition, 
grudging and inadequate, but still a 
recognition, of the principle that 
every citizen should’be trained ‘to de- 
fend his country by arms if necessary. 
It is possibly open to question wheth- 
er the precise form of training now in 
force in these cadet companies is the 
most useful that could be emptoyed. 
It is practically ordinary infantry 
drill (and also physical exercises) of 
the type descended from the days{- 
when war was fought at close: range 
and shock tactics were an essential 
part of a soldier's training. Neces- 
sarily such training means a certain 
loss of initiative and acquirement of 
merely mechanical stereotyped move- 
ments. This may be and almost cer- 
tainly is still] a necessary part of a 
soldier’s training, but it is arguable 
that it is not the part that can be 
most usefully taught to the boys’ in 
the limited time at their disposal. 
The handling of a rifle and the ele- 
ments of shooting are, of course, 
admirable, and no boy should 
‘without such training. 

. The acquirement of the capacity for 
disciplined self-defence would seem 
to be so elementary a duty of. the 
young ‘citizen as to need no argument 
and certainly no defence.

They know that there 
will always be a number of people 
who care enough for their country to 
go to its defence in time of need
